DETAILED ACTION 

Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-20, and 22-27 have been examined. 



Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-6, 8-13, 15-20, and 22-27 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The closest 
prior art of record, Popovitch (U.S. Patent Application Publication 2004/0024682), 
discloses a network-based commerce system that facilitates the operation of a network- 
based auction price setting process for a listing of an item, the fixed price-setting 
process to provide a fixed price offer for the item and to publish the fixed-price offer on 
the listing based on a criterion (paragraphs 17-19, 33, 38, 84, 101, 123, 124, 128, and 
137). Popovitch does not disclose a processor coupled to a memory through a bus, 
wherein the price-setting process is executed from the memory by the processor to 
cause the processor to facilitate the operation of the process, but it is well known for 
computers to comprise at least a processor, memory and bus, as taught, for example, 
by Churchill (U.S. Patent 7,461 ,022) (column 12, lines 44-60). However, neither 
Popovitch, Churchill, nor other prior art of record discloses, in conjunction with the other 
limitations, publication of a fixed price offer responsive to a bid to buy the item reaching 
a certain value during the auction. 

The above has been written with particular regard to claim 1 , but is also 
applicable to independent claims 8, 15, and 22, which are closely parallel. 
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Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
